From the silence 'of most 
of onr cOntcinponirie.s, we hud almost 
begun to think tliat tlie reduction only 
ttffcoled the Cromwell (li.strict. We iii’C 
glad Iosco that the rcductiim is gcrioial, as 
it may have tlie effect of making tin; miners 
follow the exara;)le set by the banking cor- 
porations, and adopt some method of bnaik- 
ing down the monnp'oly which tiitlicrto has 
practically existed, with an interval now 
and again, in the gold-buying busiiicss. 
Now is the time, as one of our correspon- 
dents says, for the Miners’ Associations to 
come to the front ; now is the time to provo 
wiiether they can really work unitedly, and 
whether they can organize the great body 
of mlneiTi to act in one common cause. 
They have hitherto, bn the whole, been 
very snccesaful to a certain extent, in influ- 
encing the direction of milling affairs in 
tlieir own particular districts ; and tliey 
Itavc ve.ry snccessfnlly gathered rei>vesenta- 
tivos together from all parts of tiie Pro- 
vince to attend Conferences which have had 
a wholesome effect u])on mining Icgis'atioi;. 
'I’o a certain degree, liowever, tliey followed 
the lead of one dominant Association, and 
it is otily within the last twelve months 
tliat District Mining Associations can 
fairlv be said to have had a well-defined 
existence. Will the Associations fairly

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the various Associations; but. , those 
have not yet had time to be considered 
throii£;hout the Province, we do not think 
it advisable to discuss the propriety or 
prnctioaliiHty of them-. -Other proposals 
will doubtless be made and duly discussed. 
Of one thing we are’ certain, and w’o can- 
not too often insist upon it; w^tever pro- 
posal is assented to by the majority, let it 
be faithfully adhered to, and it will ulti 
mately be successful in breaking down the 
combination of the banks in the matter of 
gold-buying. It may not appear to some 
to be the shortest method of reaching the 
desired consummation, blit it is lietter to 
go the long road to one's destination than 
to sit down by the wayside and not travel 
at all. Por the very reason, however, that 
we have mentioned,— namely, the neces- 
sity of united action,— we would in the 
strongest terms deprecate any such action 
as that proposed and adopted by the pnbfic 
meeting of tbe miners at the Bannockburn 
last week. The first proposition made and 
carried we can do no other than cordially 
recommend to the earnest attention of all 
in this district who are interested (and 
who are not 1) in the prosperity and ad- 
vancement of the mining interest. Time 
after time, by private individuals, and by 
public bodies, the establishment of a Go- 
vernment assay office in Dunedin has been 
advocated, and there caii be no doubt it 
would help in a great measure to secure to 
the miner tbe exact thing which is wanted, 
— the standard value of the gold which he 
produces, It was right to add as a rider 
to the proposition that a petition should be 
drawn up and presented to tbo Govern- 
ment. nraving that the miners should be 
assisted by them in reaching this desirable 
end. When it becomes apparent that it 
would be a good thing to establish and en- 
courage a sugar refinery, a pa]ier mill, a 
'whale-fishery, or a woollen cloth manufac- 
tory, the Government withoutany hesitation 
steps irt and offers a bonus of one, two, or 
even ten thousand pounds to induce people 
to embark in these busine.sses. ^V'hat more 
reasonable, then, than that thevshould -assist 
in simplv protecting an industry like gold- 
mining, which, let woolgrowers talk as they 
like, li'is- been the industry which' first gavej 
New Z.'iilanfl the real start in the race of 
nations') Reasnnahtp, we said; hay. ith-as 
reacbed'the point when it is imperative on 
til e part of the Onvernment to step in and 
Roe' that justice is done. All the.miiiers in 
tlie T’l'ovince can .see the propriety of united 
action ill regani to the first proposition.- 
With the second one, however, we cannot 
at nU 'agvee. ; It is e.-zidentlv based upon 
tbe iivnpoR-al brought forward at the Crom- 
well Jliners' .\asociation l>y Mr Colclougii, 
to the effort that all the miners in tbe 
Province combine to .sell their gold to one 
p-irticular bank, Tlie intention beyond a 
doubt is to support the meaning of Mr 
ColclougiTs resolution. Why, then, not 
wait until the resolution had a chance of! 
being discu.ssed, and , eiiier accepted or re- 
jected by tlie miners of the Province, — till| 
a special time had been appointed by the 
united Associations for deciding the matter 
if tliey should think it worthy to be enter- 
tained at ain Why, indeed, not wait till 
it would bo seen whether some Association 
or other would not bring forward some 
oven better plan than that proposed by 
Mr CoLCLOUOH 1 Tbe miners at the Ban- 
noekhurn have been too hasty in this mat- 
ter. Their action may be interpreted as a 
desire to lead ail the Associations; — an in- 
terpretation which might be the thin edge 
of tlie wedge v/hich ■«'oukl eventually lead 
to discord, By ail means, if tliey choose, 
let it stand as an expression of their opi- 
nion as to which bank should be supported

The walls cmiid not 
iw,sslbly be batter defined, and groat hojics 
are entertained of striking a better and .gold- 
bearing reef at no great distance hjwcr down. 

OARRlcic RANGE. 

Tho manager of the Elizabeth Company 
reports that the prosjjccto of the comp.any 
continue to iiiij'rnve. There appc.ars no doubt 
that IV permanent improvement in the quality 
of tho stone has taken place ; and .althongii 
the actual result of the present crushing will 
not he known till V/rdnesday or Thursday 
next, there is no duuht, from the appearance 
of the tables, that a most satisfactory result 
will ensue', 

The miimi.gerof th.c Heart of Oak Company 
reports that he is now ilviviiig on th.s Vino df 
the reef from the Yi'elcnme sl.aft. 'When ho 
first started tlici e were wdl-delined walls, but 
no quartz. After iliivlng some twenty feet, 
he came unm'i a leader a'oout throe inches in 
thicknc's.s, which still cnntiinies and gives him 
good hojies of recovering tho roof after get- 
ting farther into the hill at the north end of 
th.o ehiiiii. 

The iiianagor C'f the Star of tho East re- 
ports t'.iiit the tunnel .at tho low level is now 
in about 342 font. Tlio pi-esont contractors 
have only about eight foot to drive to iinisb 
their contract, which was for 350 feet. Tlie 
ground still contiuuos very hard, and a foot 
]iur day ia tho very iitiiuwt that tan ‘be got 
tiu'inigli. The manager bolievia that tlits 
very liard bar (tho sanio tliat tho M'clooine 
sliaft was sunk tlirougli) Ims cut and bent all 
tlie stiMta iu its conr.sp, ami he think.s that 
on getting through the bar, tho roof orloador 
will ho found viimiiiig down, at the same in- 1 
elin.atiou with it. Tho same hard bar, tir a 
similar one, runs through the Oak, .and seems j 
to have cutoff evei-j'thing in its course in' 
that claim. Until tbo tniinei guts in, tlie I 
ma.n,agi',i' is kcejiiug Ids intnilior of hands as 
hiiy a-s possible, as sroun will be got at so 
nnich less cost (lirong'u the tunnel. 

One of the Yoiiiig itustv.ibaii Coiupauv ro- 1 
ports that they will linisli crushing a lot of 
about 200 tons at tho 8i,ar and U.ik batterv 
on jMoiid.'iv (ycstord.iy). Tliis comirvny can 
now r.viso a large qiuiitity of stone, and if 
carting and crushing couhl ho done a tittle 
clieap'or ihan at present, for tho next few 
months they could noariy keep a machine j 



going. Tlie stono ia not expected to be very 
rich, but it ia tlioiight to bo good payable 
sluir. 

The I-'.Mdvr cbmpany, whoso eiaiin adjoins 
the Young Australian, have about liily tons 
at grass, ivadjjfor crushing, TJiereef in tho 
tunnel put in by the company is now eiglitetm 
inche.s wide, and the otone looks very well. 
They intend to get a crushing as soon after 
the huliday.s aro over as possible. 

The Try Again Company have all but 
rmished a crushing of fifty or sixty tons, (tlio 
exact quantity is .ant known,) at tho Royal 
Standard battery. After they have finished, 
and after tlie lioliJays, it is aupposed tlie 
stuff from tho Vale of Avoca will he crushed, 

Tlie low level in the Caledonian is still 
being jm.shed ahead. The ground miw .and 
for some time has been favourable for driv- 
ing, and good progress has been made., , A 
leader eight inches thick has been out tliiougli, 
but wliether it leads to the main reef, or 
whether it is only a hlow, is not known. The 
proprietor of the claim, Mr Stephenson, will 
not yet put in any ei'oss-drive to cut the main 
reef, He ia ([uite satisfied it ia within a few 
feet of the tunnel, and does not w-ish to 
break up the gj.'ound till he has got in a good 
distance. 

From the .lohn Bull there is nothing of 
any gi-eat consequence to report regarding 
the present workings. The company aro got 
ting out stone. A considerable amount of 
dissatisfaction is being expressed by the 
shareliolders at the fact that notwithstanding 
'the last ernshing yielding nearly 150 ounces 
’ it should bo found necessary to make a call 
' in order to clear the company. 

The Colleen Bawn Company’s claim is 
protected at present till the holidays aro 
over, and till the company can determine 
’ the best method of developing the mine. 
There aro a number of tons of very good 
stuff at grass in tho ineantiine, but nothing 
will be done with it till the general mticting 
, takes place. Tho coinp.any has been very 
diackward for some time, and it is thought 
well to make a fair start once more. 

Cakkick Wateii Co-fV Avy.— Tim manager 
reports tliat the race is now within a stone’s 
tlivow of tho first branch of Long Gully, 
There is one very difficult place to get over, 
liowever, before getting the water along, 
whioh will probably cost £109 to finish. 
.After that it will be ncco.ssiuy to go about 
300 or 409 yards furt'.ier to g(rt in all the 
hvanches of Long GnUy creek, thron.sh toler- 
ably fair ground. The jiortion first "cut this 
season has been cleared of rock, and prepared 
fit to carry water a.s .soon as tliis creel: is 
arrived at ; in fart, a small rpuntity of water 
is now running about a mile along it, but 
h-iing hut a very sma!! quantity, the mitiiral 
soakiige gradually lessens it until it ia all ab- 
sorbed at that distance. The race stand.s 
veiy woU as far as the water has run, without 
■any sign of breakngo. There will now be 
! about ten and a half mites ci'miplotod from 
I the Pipeclay saddle. About 'three weeks or 
.a month at the furthest should bring the 
works to tho Long Gully creek, in which 
there are at pnjse.iit abc'iit five heads of 
water, and the available water will be imme- 
diately turned down the race. Of course, 
after tlie water gets in, it is not to be e.\- 
pected that it will bo brought ;iIoiig the race 
at once without some labour and jmssible 
break-away.s ; if it is, it will be more than 
has over yet been done, AA'heu tlie water 
is brought in, there will be no diliiculty in 
getting rid of it, as there are numerous ap- 
plications for portions of it already.

The near approach of the “ merry Christ- 
mas time” brings with it the usual pleasant 
bnaineaa of “ washing up” in’ most of the 
claims here. Although the quantity of gold 
obtained is, in almost every case, kept a pro- 
found secret amongst the partners, from hints 
dropped in different quarters, I can gather 
that results have been iji every case satisfac- 
tory,’ 

. Our mining population are now making 
preparations to use the water for stripping 
purposes to the greatest advantage ; so as to 
have time to . spare for the usual festivities 
without losing the water when most required. 

The traffic is turned on the diversion of 
road just completed by Redhead and party. 
The gravel appears to bind well, and with 
the underlying metal and the correct forma 
tion bids fair to stand the wear and tear of 
many a winter. This party have commenced 
eluicing operations in their lower claim, and 
are also diverting another section of road off 
a claim they hold farther up the river. This 
is a very lieavy speculation, as the new line 
of road is almost entirely covered with large 
rocks, amongst which the drill and jumper 
must he constantly kept going. 

The Kawarau Gorge school was broken up 
for the Christmas vacation on Saturday last. 
A slight examination of the scholars was held 
the same day by Mr G. Burrows, assisted by 
some members of the School Committee, at 
wh’ch a greater proficiency was shown' than 
coxdd have been expected, considering the 
short time the school has been established, 
Tn reading especially, the cleanness and cor- 
9 rectness of ennnciatiiin exhibited by some of 
the scholars was especially marked, and shows 
' that great pains had been taken with this im- 
portant branch. A few prizes, consisting of 
hooks, &o., .were awarded with evident satis- 
faction to all. Besides the gentlemen above- 
mentiionedj a few ladies were present, who 
took great interest in the proceedings. The 
schoolhouse was very nicely decorated with 
eyergreens, &c., and with the fresh, healthy 
faces and good behaviour of the pupils, formed 
•i-a, very interesting scene.

“Will you take your Christmas feed with’ 
me 'f” &c., is a genera! form of invitation at 
this season ; and if its politeness is not all 
that could be desired, an excuse may be 
readily found in its hearty geniality. Not' 
being dyspeptically inclined, and, as Dr 
Johnson said, “Sir, I like to dine,” I hope 
til .avail myself of the general hospitality ; 
and I trust that all classes, even the poorest, 
who, as somebody sings, 

Hardly all the year, 

Had bread to eat nr rags to wear, 
may be similarly treated. And to complete 
the philanthropic idea, let me wish your 
readers one and all a Merry Christmas. 

I saw lately in the English news, “that 
the idea of a general strike haunted the 
'minds of the people on the continent.” I 
wonder if our bank managers have seized on 
the idea with a view to strengthen the move- 
ment. The strikes of the tinkers, the tailors, 
the bakers or sailors, are matters of no groat 
surprise, as we might expect that these down- 
trodden workers would naturally wish to 
' share in “ the increasing prosperity” of all 
things colonial in these good times. But it 
is really a matter of wonderment that such 
respectable institutions aa our' long-estab- 
lished and flourishing banks should be guilty 
of “going out” on the price of gold, at such 
a time and in such a despicable manner. 
Faugh ! They originally fixed and maintained 
the rate paid for gold, —certainly not a losing 
one, — and now, without warning or oxphana- 
tion to the minors, ahd in the tectli of a re- 
duced gidd duty, they make a serious reduc- 
tion. They seem to arrogate to themselves 
a higiier power than belongs to mundane in- 
stitutions ; “they give and they can take 
away.” But I trust the minors, by a reso- 
lute and combined effort, will prove to thcini 
the fallacy of such a belief. H,ad they only ; 
waited until after Christmas before issuing^ 
tlioir ukase, the blow would not liave been 
so severe. But they know that the miner — , 
as, indeed, moat people— requires current 
coin of the realm at the close of the year. 
Thus his misfortune i.s their opportunity, and 
1 am sorry to see it has been meanly taken 
advantage of by our nioncy-ohangcrs, — who, 
I will believe after this, belong to the same 
persuasion as the devout Israelite who said 
that “ Monish is tire true god, and slrent per 
shent hish profit.” Cannot onr Mining As- 
sociations evolve a cure for this evil 1 Any 
action taken in the matter will be strongly 
supported by the mining community, and I 
:am sure the voice of the general public will 
be found on our side. If the banks will per- 
sist in this barefaced robbery, there are no 
legal restrictions tn prevent us from uniting 
ior mutual protection. The co-operation of

merchants and storekeepers should be sought, 
and with their aid, the miners ought to bo 
able also to “go ont” in opposition to the 
iniposi tion of the bank.s. Mr 'V'ogel promised 
to negooiate with the Victorian Government 
for the establishment of a branch Mint in 
New Zealand. This would doubtless be the 
remedy, and the idea is excellent ; but-I am 
afraid its realisation, like that of many of 
this gentleman’s dreams, is yet far off. Be 
that as it may, something must bo done, and 
quickly, or the mining industry will totter 
from this and otlrer rude shocks lately ad- 
ministered. The miner, like the camel, is a 
patient and long-suffering animal, but it is 
just possible the traditionary straw may pro- 
duce the same sad consequences in his case. 

The time is drawing near for the yearly 
renewal of the publicans’ licenses, and an 
opportunity will arrive for testing the work- 
ing of the new Act. I was under the im- 
pression that the prohibitory clauses had 
been entirely tlirown out — (those dreadful 
newspapers again 1) — but on perusing Mr 
Fox’s address to “ the people of New Zea- 
land” on the subject of his hobby, I found 
that the permissive veto on the granting of 
licenses is vested in two-thirds of the adult 
population of any district ; the modus opemudi 
being the presentation of a petition from the 
aforesaid adults — male and female, with the 
signatures duly attested,— against the grant- 
ing of a license or licenses. Tliis will, I am 
afraid, render the proposed conc 0 ssion..prac- 
tically inoperative. I am of opinion that 
the Quixotic age has passed, and few, if 
any, persons will be found sufficiently in 
earnest to undertake the feat of “ belling the 
cat.” A “round robin” would not, I sup- 
pose, be quite en rigle ; and so, what is pos- 
sibly everybody’s business will turn out to 
be nobody’s busine.ss ; and “hotels” will con- 
tinue to flourish throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. By some singular coin- 
cidence of thought I find that Mr Fox holds, 
a somewhat similar opinion upon the whole 
question of grog-selling to that expressed by 
me in a former communication. He says he 
is “little hopeful of any improvevnent, till 
the whole power of regulating the liquor 
traffic in all its branches is placed in the 
hands of the people.” Just so ; I opine the 
“ sovereign people” have a perfect right, in 
these democratic times, to demand thi spower ; 
and as Oap’n Cuttle remarked, “If so, 
wherefore, why not 1” 



DUNEDIN NOTES. 

By 0. V. Q, 

f'ecember IS, 1873. 

The expected arrival of his Excellency the 
Governor is causing no little stir in Dunedin, 
and notwithstanding his request that no fuss 
should be made over him, preparations are 
being made to receive him in a manner 
worthy of liis high position as the represen- 
tative of her Majesty the Queen. The-fvame- 
wurk of a large arch already spans the road- 
way through the Octagon, and when it re- 
ceives its covering of leaves and flowers it 
will give a verv dilfercnt appearance to that 
generally dead-and-alive part of tlie city. 
Sir James Forgusson comes to Otago having 
the good wishes of its inhabitants, and with 
the knowledge that his sensible view's on 
Colonial affairs since his anfival in New Zea- 
land have earned for him a very general lik- 
ing and respect. His early visit to this Pro- 
vince contrasts favourably with the dilatwi- 
neas of former Governors in this respect, 
Otago as a rule having hitherto been one of 
the last Provinces visited by the representa- 
tive of royalty. It is only natural, therefore, 
that some little demonstration should be 
made on his arrival. It is very gratifying to 
know, howevei', that His Excclleney will not 
be much troubled with the “ address nui- 
sance,” which is generally carried to such an 
absurd length on occasions of the sort. Sir 
James is now on his w-ay, so that in a few 
days wo may expect his arrival. 

Out community has been sorely exercised 
of late on the question of drainage, and a 
largely attended meeting was held in tlie 
new drill-shed in the early part of the week, 
the Mayor (who presided) and all the Coun- 
cillors being presimt. As is usual, the ques- 
tion at issue could not be discussed without 
a number of cur prominent citizens having a 
fling at each other, and introducing entirely 
irrelevant personal matters into their re- 
marks. The public mind seemed to be pretty 
equally divided on the two scliemcs of under- 
ground and surface drainage, and various 
motions and amendments were proposed and 
discussed. It was finally resolved, on a luo- 
twn proposed by 3Ir Slierwin, that the reso- 
lution of the Corporation to spend some 
£10,000 on drainage works should bo con- 
firmed by the meeting, it being considered 
it would be inadvisablo to wait any longer 
without some steps being taken to remedy 
the defective drainage in one or two of the 
wards of the city. Gonsidoring the rapid 
strides Diiuedin is making, ami the large 
aniimnt of land which is being and still re 
mains to be reclaimed, it seems to me that 
the views expressed by one or two of the 
speakers tliat a general survey of the whole 
city should bo made by a .scientific competent 
person, and a tliorough sy.stem of draiua<'e 
orgatiised for the wliole city, should have 
been adopted by the meeting wjtlmut, any 
further immediate outlay being sanctioned. 

Duiiodin was visited by a very severe 
tlmndurstorm last Sunday. The rain came 
down in torrents nearly all afternoon, .and 
the hailstones which fell during a portion of 
the storm were of an unusually largo size. 
Following the clerk of the weather’s perfor- 
mances of Sunday we were treated to a veiy 
severe squall on Tuesday afternoon. The 
gusts of wind wero very violent, and did 
damage in various parts of the city. The 



most serious result of the storm, however, 
was the drowning of a young man in the bay 
about three o’clock. In company with a mate 
he had gone ont in a small boat to collect a 
lot of palings which had been blown off one 
of the jetties. They ventured out with only 
one oar, and being unable to manage the 
boat, she drifted broadside on .to the waves 
and capsized, with the imfortunate fatal re- 
sult I have mentioned. Up to the present 
the body has not been recovered. 

A meeting convened by circular issued by 
his 'Worship the Mayor was held a day or 
two since in the City Council Chambers, with 
the object of forming a committee to take in 
hand the getting up a banquet to the lion, 
the Premier, who is at present on a visit to 
Otago. An influential committee was formed, 
and a grand banquet arranged to take place 
some time next week. Mr Vogel is also to 
have presented to him a piece of plate in re- 
cognition of the important services ho has 
rendered the Colony. The affair will doubt- 
less be a grand success, as every one you 
meet Mow-a-days seems to speak in terms of 
praise of the Prepiier, and those who intend 
to be at the banquet seem very numerous. 



CROM'WBLL ATHBNJEUM. 



_A special meeting of the Athenmum Oom- 
nyitteo was held on Friday evening, to con- 
sider the offer made by Mr B. E. Baird to 
advance the sum of £450 for four years at ton 
per cent, per annum, for the purfiose of 
buikliug an Athcnmnm-hall. All the mem- 
bers of the Committee, witli the exception of 
Mr Baird, were present. Before introducing 
the special business of the evening, the Pre- 
sident informed tlie Committe.") that the 
depuhition ap])ointed by them at hist meet- 
ing had waited upon Messrs Turnbull and 
Bastings in reference to severa.l matters 
which affected tlie interests of the Athenromn ; 
and amongst other things, aa bearhig upon 
the present business in hand, he stated that 
I the sura of £150, the subsidy voted by the 
Governraeut, was available for building pur- 
poses the moment the Committee chose to 
apply for it. The amount of funds in the 
Bank to the credit of the building being 
£187, and the proposed offered loan being 
£450, the Committee in discussing the busi- 
ness could fairly assume that they could com- 
maud £800. 

After some discussion it was resolved : 
“ That this meeting considers that the time 
has now arrived, when the work of building 
an AtheiKcum-liall should be proceeded with ; | 
and that plans and specifications for such 
building bo procured, the estimated cost 
being not le.ss than ,£800.” 

The question of site was tlien discussed at 
great length. Tlie first proposition on the 
subject was, “ Tliat the block known as sec- 
tions 3, part of 4, 38, and 39, of block III., 
be chosen as a suitable site for the erection 
of an Athcrmiim-hall.” 

An amendment was then proposed, “that 
the section on which the Town-hall at present 
stands be considered a more suitable site on 
which to erect the Athenienm-hall, provided, 
on examination, that the lahd hs considered 
safe for the ei-ection of a stone building.” 

On being put to tlie meeting the oiigina! 
proposition was carried. 

The ofter of hlr Baird was then considered, 
to lend £459 for the period of four years at 
10 per cent., whereupon Mr Marsh, on be- 
half of Mr J. Casscls, offered to advance the 
sum of £590 for the same period at 9 per 
cent, it was agreed tn give the President 
and Secretary full power to arrange the mat- 
ter with eitlier of the gentlemen making the 
offer. 

The otlicr business consisted of routine 
matters ; the procuring of a seal, plans and 
specifications for tlie building, &c.

MauBOURNE, December 11. 

Tliere was a miners’ riot at Chinos. The 
Lothair company refused the small concus- 
sion demanded, and proceeded to bring 
Chinese labour from Ballarat, .4 tlioiisand 
miners, armed with pick-handles, erected a 
barricade at the toll-gate outside the town. 
■When the coaches containing the Chino.so, 
guarded by the mounted and foot police, ap- 
peared, the men at the barricade saluted them 
with a volley of stones. The police behaved 
gallantly, but the minors, .a.ssisted by their 
wives, obstinately opposed them, and the 
police retreated, escorting the Chinamen and 
coaclies back to Ballarat. The miners had a 
confereiico with the minc-owiiors subse- 
quently, and an amicable aiTangomeiil is 
likely to be made. Meanwhile, a large body 
of armed police has been sent to Climes. 

There liavc been more murders and suicides 
during the past wcc'k tlian were ever before 
known in the same jieriod. 

An alluvial gold-lield has been discovered 
in tlie Nortlioni Territory at Howley Creek. 

Large bnsli fire.s have destroyed a groat ex- 
tent of station property in Soutli Australia. 

December 13. 

The riot at Climes has amicably terminated. 
The Government cxliibits no disposition to 
proceed against the rioters.
